ATHENS, Jan. 5.—(UP)—lItal- 


ian forces, reinforced by shock 
troops rushed from Italy, have 
been driven back toward the Al- 
banian Adriatic seaport of Valona 
after surrendering strategic posi- 
tions to the Greeks and suffering 
heavy losses in dead, wounded 
and prisoners, it was stated offi- 
cially tonight. 

An official spokesman said the 
Italian defenders of Valona, try- 
ing to stem the Greek push upon 
the port, used large numbers of 
fresh troops, but “all Italian at- 
tempts were repulsed with heavy 
losses.” 

Farther north Greek forces 
stormed and captured a 4,500-foot 
peak in fierce fighting, adding a 
mountain of “considerable strate- 
gic importance” to their line push- 
ing upon Valona, the Greek 
spokesman said. 

In this fighting, the Greeks took 
150 prisoners and much war ma- 
terial, it was said. More than 100: 
prisoners, including officers, were 
captured in the fighting along the 
coastal sector. 

An official Royal Air Force 
communique reported that British 


_planes had carried out a devastat- 


ing raid on Italy’s major mid-Al- 
banian base at Elbasan, where 
many fires were started. 

Reports from the southern front 
also told of Greek warriors smash- 
ing one of the fierce enemy tank 
assaults of the war in Albania.

The whole country seems to have taken to 
its heart the friendship between the President 
and his doughty little Scottie, Falla.

Those who read Mrs. Roosevelt’s “My Day” 
have marked the regularity with which she 
mentions the little black animal who has 
become the constant companion of the trouble- 
beset President. There is hardly a newspaper 
columnist who has not noted the new friend- 
ship. The only picture of the two taken to- 
gether was one of the most widely printed pic- 
tures of 1940, despite the fact it was not par- 
ticularly good from the technical standpoint. 

To those who have lived wtih Scotties, the 
friendship is not surprising, since that breed 
of dog is characteristically one which «can 
offer a quiet friendship and unassuming dig- 


nity that would meet a ready response from - 


such a man as the President. 

Keenly intelligent, they are highly inde- 
pendent yet sharply responsive to the moods 
of their masters. They seldom are lap dogs, 
seemingly more content with a hard floor. 
They are playful, yet not bawdy in that play-— 
there, too, they seem willing to match their 
play to the mood of their master, or mistress. 
They are inveterate wanderers, loving to nose 
about for hours, or to find a vantage point 
from which they may sit and watch the pass- 
ing scene. At home, they are exceedingly cool 
toward strangers in the sense that they seldom 
will deign even to notice them.

Good News 
The report, brought to this side of the At- 
lantic by Sir Hugh Dowding, British Air Chief 
Marshal, that a means has been found to stop 
night bombers, is one of the most encouraging 
pieces of news received from beleaguered Brit- 
ain since the war began. 


Marshal Dowding states that necessary 
equipment for this new defense method is being 
completed so rapidly that before the coming 
spring is well on its way the bombers’ “whole 
weight and sting will have been removed.” 

The two greatest dangers now facing Brit- 
ain in her struggle for free survival, are the 
night bombings of her cities and of her war 
factories, and the heavy toll taken of her 
merchant marine by Nazi submarines and sur- 
face raiders. 

Such attacks as that which sowed destruc- 
tion in the heart of London, this week, do not 
have any appreciable effect from a military 
point of view, but they are costly in the damage 
done and are nerve-wracking for the civilian 
population. In that they destroy some of the 
world’s most sacred shrines, they are horrifying 
and sacrilegious to the human religion of 
freedom. 

If Sir Hugh’s promise is correct, it will mean 
a tremendous thing for Britain. 

Early in the Nazi attack on the island king- 
dom, the RAF made it so hot for daylight 
bombers that the Germans have abandoned 
such raids in force. If, with the new method 
promised, it can be made as hot for the night 
raiders, the Nazi horror will be largely.scotch- 
ed. Of course there will always be the occasion- 
al, lone bomber, day or night, but it will be a 
tremendous gain if the mass bombings are 
made impossible. 

As for the marine danger, it seems chiefly 
up to the United States to provide the means 
of ending that menace to the Atlantic_lifeline 
of supply. More ships, probably more United 
States destroyers to be transferred for convoy 
duty, more patrol planes and faster freighters, 
seem to be ‘the factors that will provide the 
answer here.

With the government feeding the destitute and the unemployable, 
and defense work providing jobs at good wages for all who can 
work, our country at last seems to promise the security for which 
little people of all ages have longed in vain. 

But there are little people of another class, neither impover- 
ished nor employable, who are overlooked and promised no security 
because they seem to have it. : 

These are the widows and orphans and old people and “retired” 
men who have a few thousand dollars of savings or insurance 
money. They are neither poor enough to receive charity nor rich 


enough to live without 


it. 


If they consume their capital, they can live in comfort for a few 


years, but will then ha 


ve nothing. 


If they try to conserve their capital, and live on the income it 
earns, they can find no investment that will return enough to 


provide a living. 


Sharpers tempt them with the promise of 20 per cent dividends, 


but if they listen they 
the greater the risk. 


are lost. 


The greater the promised returns, 


If they play safe and invest in tax-free government bonds, they 
get less than $30 on the thousand. And their money will lose 
much of its value if inflation comes. 

If they guard against inflation by investing in sound industrial 
stocks, the money value of their holdings will indeed increase as 
all prices soar skyward, but their dividends are almost certain to 


decrease with each pa 


ssing year. 


For taxes must increase enor- 


mously to pay the cost of national defense, and the government 
will not permit corporations to keep more than a minute fraction 


of their profits. 


Even now good stocks are selling below their 


worth because taxes leave little to divide with stockholders. 
Little people seem to have only one hope of security. They can 
follow the example of city people in England and invest their 
money in land and a country home. 
_If the worst happens and everything else goes to pot, the land 
will still be there to provide a living. -And those who own a rich

LONDON, Jan. 5.—(4)—Defiant 
men, women and boys extin- 
guished every incendiary bomb 
dropped on a London sector to- 
night by two waves of German

The heart pumps blood into the 
arteries—everybody, except may- 


'be some university students on

| Having pumped its load of blood 


'(5 or 6 ounces to the beat) into 
artery, the 
'heart relaxes or rests a moment, 
and the aortic valve closes so that 
the blood cannot flow back into 
the heart again. The elastic re- 
bound of the arota and other 
arteries helps to drive the blood 
along to the smaller branch arter- 
ies, and contraction of voluntary 
muscles of the body increases the 
pressure upon the arteries and 
in propelling the blood on 
into the finest vessels visible even 
with the microscope, the arte- 
rioles. 


Beyond the arterioles there are 
no blood vessels of any descrip- 
tion. The conception of “capillary 
vessels” bridging the gap between 
arterioles and _ the finest visible 
veins, venules, is purely hypo- 
thetical, and even the hypothesis 


serves no purpose. Beyond the 


| arterioles the blood simply seems 


through the tissue, filters through 

between the tissue cells or fibers, 
where it gives its oxygen and fuel 
or nutriment to the tissue cells 
and picks up its load of carbon 
‘dioxide and ash or combustion 
products to carry away. 


Is the blood in the capillary 
bed, as it is called, under pres- 
sure? Certainly it is, for other- 
wise blood would not ooze from a 
‘scratch, puncture or small cut at 
-all. 

Now the carrying of blood from 
the heart to the tissues seems clear 
enough. But it is not so easy to 
understand how the blood is car- 
ried back from the tissues to the 
heart and ‘lungs for ventilation 
and purification and refueling 
(the refueling occurs mainly in 
the liver). What force drives the 
blood through the veins back to- 
ward the heart? The blood in the 
veins is no longer propelled by 
the pumping of the heart. But 
there is more or less 
pressure upon the veins by the 
voluntary muscles and by some 
involuntary muscle tissue in the 
alimentary tract for example; 
even at rest these muscles main- 
tain moderate pressure upon the 
veins (and the arteries toa) by 
their “tone” or firmness or elas- 
ticity. Then the veins, at least the 
veins in parts of the body that are 
vertical when the body is in the 
natural horizontal position (on all 
fours), unlike the arteries, are 
equipped with valves, which per- 


mit the blood to flow back toward 


the heart under pressure, but pre- 
vent it from backing up toward 
the tissue bed.

drew’s Catholic cathedral in 
downtown Grand Rapids and po- 
lice held her estranged husband 
in connection with the shooting. 

The dead woman, felled as she 
ran down the church aisle as a 
mass was being concluded, was 
Mrs. Mary Jane McCarthy, 32. 

Her husband, Willis McCarthy, 
34, a Detroit salesman, was lodged 
in the Kent county jail and Prose- 
cutor Menso Bolt quoted him as 
saying his mind was a “blank.” 

McCarthy, who separated from 
his wife seven weeks ago, was 
captured by Conrad Hoogerhyde, 
a passerby, who said he saw a 
man leaving the church carrying 
a shotgun and gave chase. 

Police Captain Matthew Fritzen, 
who was attending church serv- 
ices at the time, said McCarthy 
his wife outside the 
church and shot her as she was 
about to enter the cathedral with 
her sister and niece. 

McCarthy, Fritzen said, follow- 
ed his wife into the church, shot 
her again as she ran down the 
aisle, then reloaded the gun and 
ran to the altar, where he stood 
off parishioners, among them the 
police captain,. from seizing him. 

Fritzen saéd McCarthy, captured 
two blocks away by Hoogerhyde, 
escaped from the church by run- 
ning down the central aisle and 


out the main entrance.

to Memphis within the next few 
weeks, E. W. Hale, chairman of the 
Shelby county (Memphis) commis- 
slon, said last night. 

The administrative offices, now 
in Washington, together with Bio- 
nomic Laboratories at Savannah, 
Ga., and the Panama Canal .Zone 
will be included in the move, Hale 
declared.

Komp, senior medical entomolog- 
ist of the Public Health Service, 
from Ancon, Panama Canal Zone, 
Another entomologist and addi- 
tional scientific and clerical per- 
sonnel will be added to the sta 
as soon as it is settled here. 

Dr. Victor Haas, federal directo 
of malaria investigation, will head 
the offices here, the county official 
declared. 

From the Bionomic Laboratory 
at Savannah will come Frederick 
Knowles, associate physicist; Dr.

Despite Storm 


Greeted by Guard That 
Usually Turns Out Only 
for Petain. 


VICHY, France, Jan. 5.—(#)— 
United States Ambassador Admiral 
William D. Leahy arrived on tim 
in this capital of unoccupied France 
tonight despite one, of the worst 
storms France has seen in years 
and was greeted atthe scene of 
his new post by a police guard 
customarily turned out only for 
Chief of State Marshal Philippe 
Petain. 

Expecting to see Marshal Petain 
when he presents his credentials 
Tuesday or Wednesday, Admiral 
Leahy went with his wife directly 
to a villa belonging to the wealthy 
American, Frank J. Gould, which 
has been set aside by the French 
government as the embassy resi- 
dence. 

The villa already was prepared 
for him and servants were pre=- 
paring a late supper when he ar- 
rived. 

Admiral Leahy ended his long 
journey from the United States on 
a special salon-ear which brought 
him from Nimes. He sailed from 
Norfolk, Va., December 23 on the 
United-States cruiser Tuscaloosa. 

The ambassador, bearer of 
personal note from Presiden 
Roosevelt to Marshal Petain com- 
mending the admiral as an old 
friend of the United States chief 
executive, was met by Maurice 
Loze, protocol officer of the French 
foreign office, and a group of 
American officers and officials. 

The French mobile guard form- 
ed a line from the train to recep- 
tion room at the station. The route 
Leahy took to the villa was illumi- 
nated and police were on guard at 
all corners: 

Admiral Leahy was reported im- 
pressed by the French ceremony 
and courtesy which greeted him at 
every stop on the trip in France.
